3. To see if the Town will vote to accept the Budget for 1975 as 
prepared by the Selectmen and appropriate the amounts therein 
or to make any changes. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to become a member of the 
North Country Council. 


5. To see if the Town will appropriate the sum of $363.00 as the 
Town’s Share for operation of the North Country Council for one 
year, beginning July 1, 1975. 


6. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum of money not to 
exceed $3,500 for the engineered study of the sewer on Bridge Hill.

The past year has been a busy one in the library, getting new 
paint on the walls and ceiling, repairing and painting some of our 
old book cases and rearranging furniture to make the room more 
attractive and useful for both children and adults.

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REPORT OF POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The past year was in most ways a good one while there are 
always some times of sheer frustration. Late in the summer there 
started a rash of illegal entries into some of our more isolated 
buildings. Most of these resulted in just plain damage by the per- 
son or persons kicking in the door to gain entry. In one case there 
resulted a loss of $600-700 of appliances and furniture. In two other 
locations the losses were confined to wood stoves. This has been the 
same in most of the surrounding towns. Since these activities have 
started we have spent considerable more time in checking our 
isolated properties than in the past. We have also worked with the 
surrounding towns in an effort to solve these crimes. 


During 1974, 33 cases were prosecuted in Lancaster District 
Court. Most of these were for motor vehicle violations. During the 
past year 279 complaints were logged and answered. Several of 
these were for civil matters in which we can do nothing as we 
have no jurisdiction unless the complaining party will sign a com- 
plaint. 29 were for dog complaints, 13 for lost/stolen property, 14 
for assists to the neighboring towns and a variety of other matters. 


We are regrouping the Highway Safety Committee in order to 
be eligible for state and or federal funds. Should the need arise for 
a piece of equipment, it is necessary to have this committee on 
record in Concord. We will try to hold a meeting at least once 
every quarter. 


The Police continue to be hampered by the decisions handed 
down by the Supreme Court and some of the new laws passed. One 
of the prime examples is the widely publicized ban on wearing a 
sidearm in court. The sidearm is a part of the uniform and if the 
police continue to be hampered by decisions like this one then we 
might as well quit and let everything go to hell in a handbag. How- 
ever, there is now a strong push by some of our representatives 
and senators to reverse this idiotic decision. We still have several 
people who want to legalize the use of certain drugs. It is my 
opinion this should not be done. 


A prime example is the lowering of the legal age to purchase 
alcoholic beverages. People of the age of 18 do not know how to 
handle or control the use of them. I saw a perfect example one 
evening when I returned home and found 70-80 of these people in 
and around my home. The area from Moore’s Store to the vicinity 
of Raymond Bartlett’s was littered with bottles and other debris. I 
thought I had gone to the town dump instead of my house. Several 
of these teenagers were completely without their facilities. When 
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this is the case, there is always malicious damage to some proper- 
ty. In this case it amounted to only $30-$40. It could have been 
much more had I not returned when I did. These were students of 
WMRHS whom we pay dearly to educate. These were supposed to 
be people who sometime in the future will run our country? To me 
they were more like a pack of hoodlums from Harlem. There is @ 
definite lack of parental guidance and disciplinary action. Until 
some semblance of sanity is regained I do not see any improve- 
ment. 


I could go on for several pages, however, most parents would 
deny that their kids would do anything that was wrong so I might 
as well shut it off here and save my energy. I would only hope 
that the parents will attempt to get them on the right track and 
keep a closer check on their activities to avoid more serious con- 
sequences.

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WHITEFIELD REGIONAL AIRPORT 
COMMISSION REPORT 


The year 1974 has not been an easy one for your 
Airport Commissioners. Our problems started in April 
of last year when we learned that we were in danger of 
losing our Summer passenger service. 


After many meetings with various state agencies 
and air lines, we were faced with two alternatives. One 
was for two-stop service from Whitefield to Boston 
which we would have to subsidize with a payment of 
$5,000.00. This was rejected because we felt that it was 
not feasible, and because passenger dissatisfaction 
would be detrimental to our future plans. The other 
plan offered one-stop service at a cost of $10,000.00. 
The commission made a determined effort to raise the 
subsidy and failed. Everyone knows the result; we 
went without passenger service. 


The recent decision, by the Civil Aeronautics Board, 
which deleted Laconia, Berlin, and Whitefield from 
certificated service, has further complicated the issue. 
It now falls on the shoulders of the above communities 
to make their own arrangements for service. We are 
presently initiating steps that will, hopefully, provide 
us with service. The White Mountain Regional Associa- 
tion has joined our endeavors, and we welcome their 
assistance. It is hoped that we will have completed 
successful arrangements by March Ist. 


The commission reluctantly accepted the resignation 
of George Graber from the position of airport manager. 
The resignation was effective October 1, 1974. We are 
presently involved in securing his replacement. There 
are several applicants, and to insure that we pick the 
right man for the job, we are screening them carefully. 


In spite of everything, the airport continues to be 
well used and activity is on the increase. There have 
been two new hangars constructed, and the Federal

Aeronautics Commission for the construction of a 
partial instrument landing system. Installation of the 
new electronic equipment has been halted for the win- 
ter months, and it will be completed in the spring. The 
installed cost of the equipment will be about $75,000.00 
and it is being paid for, in total, by state and federal 
agencies. 


We call your attention to an article which appears in 
the Whitefield Town Warrant. It asks for an appropria- 
tion of $56,000.00, and will, if accepted, provide funds 
for the construction of a general maintenance and air- 
plane storage hangar. It is our determination, that with 
continued prudent administration, we can construct 
and pay for the hangar without additional burden to 
the area. 


The hangar will provide a future manager or fixed 
base operator with another tool. It will enable him to 
increase the traffic and the number of planes based at 
Whitefield. This increases his income potential and 
will, in turn, make the job more desirable. It must also 
be stated that the Regional Airport receives a share of 
the registration fees charged to planes that are based 
at Whitefield. Because of a total lack of hangar rental 
space, we lose this revenue and traffic. 


We wish to thank the area towns for their financial 
and moral support. We also thank all of the individuals 
who have aided us, and we hope we can continue the 
fine working relationship that we have enjoyed in the 
past.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT 
“$7,500.00 BY 1975” 


In June, 1973 the Dalton Volunteer Fire Department (DVFD) 
undertook the giant task of raising $7,500.00 in a 2 year fund-raising 
drive. What first seemed like an impossibility is now, virtually, a 
reality. As of December 31, 1974, we have raised slightly over 
$6,000.00. This has been accomplished by canvasing, raffles, bingo 
and other means. Our chicken B-B-Q’s and auctions have been ex- 
tremely successful. Our thanks to Bill Abbott for his services as 
auctioneer and the use of his property. We hope to repeat this out- 
ing in 1975 and be even more successful. With everyone’s help there 
is no reason this can’t be accomplished. 


These funds have been used for ground work at the new station, 
finishing the inside of building and purchasing new equipment. 
There is still some work to be done inside the station as well as 
more ground work. After these expenditures, purchase of portable/ 
collapsible water tank and other small pieces of equipment and a 
van for carrying equipment, we have approximately $3,000.00 in 
our treasury. 


The Ladies Auxiliary has been a great help. by donating money, 
their services and various equipment for our benefit. They have 
helped on all our fund raising projects in addition to serving lunch 
and beverages at the major fires this past year. Without them we 
would undoubtedly not be in our present financial position. 


This year is also the 20th anniversary of the DVFD. Although 
we have no definite plans at this time we have talked of holding 
another open house to show our equipment and get everyone better 
acquainted with fire fighting. With a town valuation of over $8 mil- - 
lion and a constantly rising replacement cost of buildings and. 
equipment we cannot be lulled into a sense of false security. Our 
equipment is old and tired and we should be looking for replace- 
ments. Also, the communications problem is being studied. This is 
a long range plan but an expensive one. 


The two major house fires that we experienced would have cost 
the town in excess of $2,700.00 for the equipment and manpower 
from Littleton, Lancaster and Whitefield had we not joined the 
Mutual Aid System. So far we have not been called upon to return 
the assistance, but that call could come at any time. Hopefully we 
will be ready and able to lend the same assistance that we were 
rendered. 


We also continue to work with our neighboring communities of 
Lunenburg and Gilman at no expense to each other. A great deal of 
our financial assistance continues to come from the surrounding 
townspeople and our non-residents who attend the various fuctions 
and fund raising programs. A bulk of donations from the pledge 
cards have come from our non-residents tax payers. There will be

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


All open burning when the ground is not covered with snow is 
controlled by the Town Forest Fire Warden in cooperation with the 
New Hampshire Forest Fire Service. Anyone wishing to kindle a 
fire out-of-doors when the ground is not covered with snow must 
have a written permit signed by the Town Forest Fire Warden. 
If the fire is to be kindled on land not owned by the person kindling 
the fire then he must have the permission of the landowner. No 
outdoor fires can be kindled between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m. unless it is 
raining, without the additional approval of the District Forest Fire 
Chief. 


The 1974 forest fire season was one of the worst in the past two 
decades. Woodlands in central and southern New Hampshire be- 
came so dry in mid-August that the Governor and Council, upon the 
recommendation of the State Forester, enacted a partial woodlands 
closure in Sullivan, Cheshire, Hillsborough, Merrimack and Bel- 
knap Counties and a complete woodlands closure in Strafford and 
Rockingham Counties plus the Towns of Barnstead, Gilmanton and 
Alton in Belknap County. Through the excellent cooperation of the 
citizens of our state no major forest fire occurred at any time 
during the year.
